With the popularity of the ATARI coaputers increasing, aore 
manufactures are inclined to design hardware which will 
expand its utility. The iteas listed below describe sany of 
these new iteas. 


Disk drives: 
PERCOM - single and double density in both single 
and double sided configuration. 5 inch drives 
which can be run with a ATARI 818 drive. 


MPI - no inforaation at this tiae. 


CORVUS - Mass storage and network systea. HARD’ 
disk with storage capacity of 4, 11, and 28 
aegabytes. Users can share sass storage as 
well as printers and other peripherals via 
the network systes. 


Speech Synthesizers: 
VOICE BOX - by the Alien group. Plugs directly 
into your ATARI via the serial port. Not 
— interface, cables, speaker, aap, or external 
power required. Works with phonetic language. 


ECHO-6P - by Street Electronics Corporation. No 
interface information available. 


TYPE-N’-TALK - by VOTRAX. Works with phonetic 
language. Requires R5-232 port via ATARI 9859 
or siaular device. 


88 Character Video: (Monitor required) 
FULLVIEW-88 - by Bit 3 Corporation. Display card 
mounts in 3rd RAM slot of 886. Allows noraal 
ATARI 4$ coluan/graphics sode. 88 coluan aode 
provides upper and lower case characters with 
full descenders. 


'£M-1888/V - by Coapu-Mate Corporation. Seperately 
cased unit which supports 86 coluen video and 
connects to coaputer video aonitor port. This 
unit will also replace the 856 interface, 
providing a serial port and 8 bit parallel 
printer port. (Unit is available as CM-1868 
which gives only the serial and parallel 
ports but not the 88 coluan video.)

Using the 
Pioneer VP-1888 videodisc player, software

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ATARI announces price 
reductions and new software 


(from ATARI news releases and InfoWorld) 


Atari sade several announcements of price reductions and new 
software for its two computers at the recent Consuser 
Electronics Show held in Chicago. 


"We have reduced the suggested retail price of the Atari 486 
Computer fros $399 to $349, and the prices of six 
entertainaent prograas anywhare fora $5 to $280, as a result 
of econosics of scale achieved through greater voluse 
sales," said Keith Schaefer, vice-president of sales. 


Among the new prograas Atari released at CES were Atari 
Speed Reading and Music Tutor and two educational packages 
designed for children between the ages of three and six. The 
announceaent of the new software packages means Atari has 
wore than 175 “hose computer prograas" according to 
Schaefer. 


Atari also unveiled a new kit called the Communicator II at 
the show. Included in the kit is a new direct-connect 
aoden(DCM) called the Atari 835, a user's anual and 
Telelink II, a new cartridge from Atari. Telelink II is 
supposed to allow users to store and automatically dial two 
frequently called  inforaation service  nuabers and 
corresponding acess codes. 


Atari said the kit will also contain inforsation on using 
CompuServe, Dow Jones News Retrieval and The Source, with 
one hour of free tiae provided on all three  inforaation 
utilities. 


The suggested retail price for the Coasunicator II kit is 
$279.95, and it will be available in the fourth quarter of 
this year, according to the coapany. 


"The new Communicator II kit with its dorect-connect — aodea 
will ake it easier for our users to exploit the aany 
inforaation services available to hoae computer owners," 
concluded Schaefer.
